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Low Voter Turnout Seen In Tuesday’s Primary Election 


An extremely low voter turnout and 
an apparent mood of dissatisfaction 
spelled trouble for incumbent county 
commissioners in Coffee County Tues- 


dav, : 

With only about 35% of the voters, 
actually 6381, even bothering to go to 
the polls, Coffee County voters turned 
out two incumbent commissioners and 
forced two others into a runoff. Only 
2nd District Commissioner Gilmer 
Grant is assured of returning to office 
for another four-year term. 

An interesting figure in the election 
of Grant is that he was elected with 54% 
of the votes cast, but with less than 18% 
of the registered voters! These figures 
indicate that there is, quoting Grant 
himself, ‘‘a crying need for more 
interest by the people of Coffee 
County.’” 


Page 9 of this newspaper carries a 
beat-by-beat breakdown of the voting in 
Tuesday’s election, but the results are 
listed here. 

The overwhelming victor was Tax 
Collector Ronnie Burns, running for the 

ew office of Revenue Commissioner. 

urns carried every box in the county 
and won with 4438 votes, compared to 
1367 votes for the only other candidate, 
Tax Assessor Mac McKinney. 

High vote-getter among the com- 
missioner candidates was Eugene 
Bradley, who defeated two-term incum- 
bent Don Smith, by a vote of 3470 to 
2463. Bradley. carried Elba, Enterprise 
and most of the other boxes enroute to 


his win. Wednesday morning a 
spokesman for Bradley said he was 
looking forward to working for the 
people of Coffee County, and would 
carry out the promises he made during 
the campaign. 


Newly-elected commissioner, son of 
long-time commissioner, the late Buster 
Bowden, said Tuesday night he would 
start Wednesday morning going around 
thanking groups of people who had 
voted for him, Bowden defeated 
one-term commissioner Max J. Reeves 
by a vote of 3226 to 2599 for Reeves. 

District 3 Commissioner Rex 
Boutwell faces a runoff with challenger 
Robert Stephens. Boutwell received 
2824 votes, Stephens received 2061, and 
the third man in the race, Lewis 
Mclnnis, received 1204 votes. This race 
attracted the largest number of votes on 
the local ballot, with 6089 voters casting 
ballots. Boutwell would have needed 
3045 votes to carry this one without a 
runoff. At presstime there was no 
official werd, but it was assumed that 
Stephens would carry the race into the 
runoff. 


The District 4, Place 2, race for the 
seat of incumbent Bennie Beckham is 
also still in progress, as Beckham will 
face a runoff with political newcomer 
Charlie Mack Martin. Beckham receiy- 
ed 2645 votes, Martin 1929 and the third 
man in the race, H.F. Cardwell, 
received 1412, Again there is no official 
word on this race, but observers expect 


‘Martin also to carry out this race for 


three more weeks and let the voters 
decide. 


There were two school board seats 
up for election, and only one incumbent 
running. Incumbent Frank Britt won 
over challenger Bill Daughtry with a 
vote of 3115 to 2351 for Daughtry. 

Incumbent Charles Mallory chose 
not to seek re-election, and Preston 
Kelley, Jr. heavily defeated the only 
other candidate for that office, Heflin 
Smith, by a vote of 3720 to 1256 for 
Smith. 

Billy Eagerton was unopposed for a 
seat on the Commission from District 2, 
presently being held by Jack Hornsby.

Candidates for office in Tuesday’s 
primary have 15 days to submit a 
financial report to the Probate Judge, 
according to Coffee County Democratic 
Chairman Jackson W. (Bill) Stokes.

BIRMINGHAM — While most clerics in 
Alabama are either backing groups such 
as Moral Majority or shying away from 
opposing them openly, one prominent 
pastor said Sunday, ‘‘they don’t speak for 
me ” 

‘The immorality of Moral Majority,’’ 
was one of several reasons Dr. James A. 
Auchmuty gave for opposing what he 
termed ‘‘religious — hyphen — political 
groups.” 

Auchmuty gave his views in a 
statement from the pulpit of Shades Crest 
Baptist Churct.. 

“I believe in a free church in a free 
state’ his position paper’s said. ‘‘No 
churcn is to own a candidate ahd neither is 
the state to dictate to the church.” 

Aucnmuty, pastor of the 1,400 member 
ehurch for eight years, ‘said groups such 
as Moral Majority, Christian Voice and 
Religious Roundtable ‘‘are purely politi- 


cal under a halo. A preacher uses a 
church-owned airplane to fly to their 
meeting in Dallas and he claims its a 
religious rally. A politician uses a state- 
owned plane for the same trip and he says 
it’s a patriotic rally. This is nonsense.”’ 

Auchmuty said he also faced his opposi- 
tion on scripture. ‘‘No where does the 
Bible wed God and country. The church 
should be a prophetic voice to the state, 
but not a captive of the state.’’ 


Such groups as Moral Majority, 
Auchmuty said, also turn him off because 
they do what is expedient. For example, 
“They holler against any governmental 
recognition of religion and yet one fun- 
damentalist group wants to establish a 
Christian embassy in Washington.” 


In addition, he said, they proclaim their 
independence from denominations but 
then, when they need help, say that ‘‘all 
Christians are welcome to join them, for 
$25 a head.”’ 

Such groups vacillate, he contendea. 


“They print pictures of candidates and 
interviews with candidates in their publi- 
cations, castigate other candidates and 
then say they are non-political. When is an 
2ndorsement an endorsement?”’ 


Another contention by Auchmuty is that 


~such groups are arrogant. ‘‘They claim 


those on the political right are the morally 
right, but I’m not sure the Bible mentions 
the Panama Canal or SALT.”’ 


Also, he said, ‘“‘they are simplistic. 
They claim if someone is not with them, 
he’s against what’s right.”’ 


Of ‘‘the immorality of the Moral Ma- 
jority,’’ Auchmuty said the group’s lead- 
er, the Rev. Jerry Falwell, fabricated 
part of an interview with President Jim- 
my Carter, and then when confronted 
about it, he said it was just an anecdote.”’ 


Auchmuty ended his statement by ask- 
ing, ‘‘Why don’t they declare what they 
are really up to and stick with it? If, in 
fact, they know.”

The election results in Coffee County were in before this was 
written and it was my design to wait and give my opinion of 
the results.

On one of his voyages. 
Columbus became interested 
in a plant with a bright red 
fruit. He gathered seed and 
took them back to Spain, 
When the plants were grown 
there, the fruit was mild, but 
with a decided peppery fla- 
vor. They were named 
“pimients,”’ Spanish for 
pepper, and became a popu- 
lar local food. Later, they 
were even canned for export. 
Meanwhile, in America, the 
plant continued to grow wild 
and was generally ignored. 

One day in Georgia, a 
farmer who specialized in 
vegetable crops saw cans of 
Spanish pimientos in a store. 
He wondered if he could 
grow them, so he wrote to 
the American Consul in 
Spain and asked for help in 
getting seed. That was in 
1911, 

In the Spring of 1912, he 
grew plants from six ounces 
of seed and set out an acre 
and a half of pimientos. The 
harvest was good, but there 
was no market.
